Barr, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, said that without a 
doubt the bank would resume nor- 
mal business operations tomorrow 
morning. 

The banks have done all in 
their power to permit opening anc 
it is only a matter of completing 
details in complying with govern- 
mental] regulations. 


All banks in the county are also 
scheduled to re-open tomorrow 
morning and with the coming of 
the normal banking facilities will 
vome a renewed activity and re- 
newed confidence. 


No limitations will be on busi- 
ness with the banks, except the 
large withdrawals of actual cash. 
The checking accounts will be 
handled normally, with persons be-

One short blast and a pause, fol-

Smalley has beld himself and his 
men in readiness for duty in the 
earthquake area since Saturday 
merning.

gency, these signal arrangements 
will be maintained to call the men 
in any possible future need.
